FOUR PACIFISTS FORCE VOTE 


London, Nov. 18. 


The House of Commons tonight endorsed the nine-power Treaty on 
West German sovereignty and rearmament by 264 votes to four. 

The vote was forced by a tiny group of Labour left-wingers, in- 
pacifists, But the bulk of the Labour Party. including Mr Aneurin 
3 left-wing udherents did not vote. 

Britain is the first of the signatories to obtain Parliamentary 
approval of the treaty. The’ other countries are the United States, Canada, 
Hollani, Belgium and Luxembourg.

MANY GAPB LEFT 


As In other countries, the 
war left many gaps for 
women to fill in tndustry 
and commerce, but the re- 
turn of peace did not seo 
the trek “back to the 
kitchens” which had been 
conftdently expected by 
mere males. 


Many liked the Independence 
which came from having their 
own pay cheaue while others 
Mked the work itself and found 
{t more rewarding than house- 
keeping. 


Since the Canadian birthrate 
fs hither thin that of the United 
States and almost twice as high 
as that of Britain, it ts obvious 
that Canadian women are not 
shrinking the primary function 
of women, 

Much of the Increaso in the 
number of working women with 
full tlme jobs can be explained 
by the employment of older 
women, especially marricd 
women whose children havo 
frown up. In addition, women 
generally Ilve longer than men, 
with the result that there are 
many widows ready to work. 

Ono part of the Canadian 
pattern ts not true of older 
‘ountries, such as those of 

In Canada, working 
Qs a whole have higher educa- 
Uonal qualifications than work- 
Ing meri, many of whom, such 
as loggers and other primary 
workers, need little schooling, - 

Only 35 per cent of the men 
In the Canadian labour force, 
compared with 562 per cent of 
the women, have had between 
nine and 12 years of schooling.
